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No gas tax increase likely this year 


To the editor: 


On June 9, Gov. James 
Thompson addressed a joint ses- 
ston of the Illinois General 
Assembly and. presented his 
request for a tax increase to 
fund various programs of state 
government, the most pressing 
of which is education. 

_.For many months now, a vari- 
éty of people pleaded their cause 
f@ individual legislators and to 
the media. 

‘It was unusual that the gover- 
for would wait until there were 
only 13 legislative days left in 
the session to present his 
Fequest, but at least it is finally 
before us 

-,The governor Calls for strong 
financial assistance to education, 
ahd asks for revenue to hire 
2,000 new state employees. 
Although I feel there: is strong 
pnblic support for education 
funding, I do not think many 


taxpayers -believye the state 
needs 2,000 more employees. 

At any rate, negotiations will 
now proceed with the goal of 
reaching a compromise before 
June 30. 

Despite what some people 
think, the most difficult vote for 
legislators is the approval of a 
tax increase. They will only do 
so if convinced that a majority 
of the voters in their district will 
not hold it against them in the 
next election. 

Legislators try their best to 
reflect public sentiment in their 
own district. 

Recently, the secretary of the 
Department of Transportation, 
Greg Baise, stated that, if an 
income tax increase was intro- 
duced, it would be coupled with 
a gas tax increase and the two 
would pass or fail together. 

I disagreed with him. The pub- 
lic has not been convinced of the 


necessity of a gas tax increase. 

When the last gasoline: tax. 
increase passed in 1983, nearly 
every local business group, labor 
union, local government official 
and the vast majority of newspa- 
per editorials strongly supported 
the increase. 

Legislators and their constitu- 
ents knew in advance. 
fits to be derived from the tax 
increase. 

Before a gasoline tax. will 
pass, the secretary of transpor- 
tation, the governor and legisla- 
tors will neéd to persuade the 
majority of their constituents 
that more money is for 
roads and bridges to provide the 
infrastructure that is absolutely 
essential for economic growth. 

Because this has not hap- 
pened, I predict the General 
Assembly will not pass a gas tax 
increase this year.

size decreases. If a Food Stamp 
or AFDC case number was 
listed, the’ household must tell 
the school when it no longer 
receives food stamps or AFDC 
for the child. 


In certain cases foster chil- 
dren are eligible for meal bene- 
fits. regardless of the household 
income.

Smoking policy in place at 
Granite City High School 


The following is Granite City 
High School’s new policy on 
student smoking: 

“Students are not to carry or 
have in their possession any 
tobacco product. Tobaéco prod- 
ucts include cigarettes, chewing 
tobacco and snuff, cigars, etc... 
Violators will be handled 
according to the following pro- 
cedures: 

“First offense: Confiscation 
of the tobacco product and noti- 
fication of parents. 

“Second offense: Confiscation 

of the tobacco product, one-day 
in-school supervision and notifi- 
cation of parents. 
: “Repeated offenses: Treated 
as a use-of-tobacco offense (see 
below) and a parent confer- 
ence. 

“Use of tobacco products is 
not permitted in any building, 
bus, or on the school grounds. 
Violators of this tobacco usage 
policy will be handled accord- 


ing to the following procedures: 

“First offense: Three days 
in-school-supervision and parent 
notification. 

“Second offense: Three-day 
suspension and parental confer- 
ence. 

“Third .offense: Five-day sus- 
pension and parental confer- 
ence. 

**Repeated offense: 
offense (procedure) will be 
repeated with the possibility of 
longer suspension. Assignment 
to our Alternate School, or a 
recommendation for expulsion. 


“Use of tobacco products 
inside the school building or 
bus will result in an automatic 
five-day suspension from 
school.

ress conference in 
Rep. Dan ttenkowski’s office 
in the Capitol. Rostetikowski, of 
Chicago, chairs the House. Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Next, the new congressman 
went to Wright’s office a few 
paces from the House floor. 
Then, Costello went to inspect 
his new office. 

At the press conference, Cos- 
tello introduced his children, his 
wife, Georgia, his mother, Elsie, 
and a group of in-laws and 
friends. Fifteen in all accompa- 
nied the new lawmaker. 

Costello’s father died in 1981, 
and Dan Costello's absence from 
his son's brightest political day 
was mentioned by Simon, who 
remembered -the new congress- 
man’s father as a popular state 
lawmaker and St. Clair County 
official. 


“We are all pleased and proud 
to have Jerry Costello here,” 
Simon said. ‘“Jerry’s father was 
somebody who really enjoyed 
politics and he would be really 
proud to see his son in the U.S. 
House of Representatives.” 

Touched by Simon’s reference, 
Costello replied, ‘It is a day in 
my life I will never forget. It’s"a 
great honor and privilege to 
serve in the House of Represen- 
tatives. I plan to take up wherg 
Mel Price left off.” 


Wright was waiting for the 
Costello party, which crowded 
into the small office the House 
speaker uses for ceremonial 
functions. The purpose of this 
visit- was _to_ let photographers, 
who are banned from the House 
floor, capture Costello’s swear- 
ing- 2 
Costello introduced Wright to 
Elsie Costello, who depends on a 
wheelchair. She clasped hands 
with Wright and said, ‘I watch 
you all the time on C-SPAN,” 
the cable television channel that 
broadcasts gavel-to-gavel cover- 
age of the House proceedings. 
‘After speaking with Mrs. Cos- 
tello, Wright turned to ‘the new 
congressman and told him that 
because the House was going 
into recess Friday and returning 
Sept. 8, the new lawmaker had a 
good opportunity to get his staff 
and offices organized. But 
Wright said it was too early. to 
decide committee assignments. 
“You will have a breathing 
spell, get ‘your feet on the 
ground,” Wright said to Costello, 
who gives the Democrats 256 
House members out of 435 seats.

Price’s old 
seat went to Illinois Democratic 
Rep. Lane Evans, and there are 
now no other vacancies. 

Costello expressed interest in 
serving on the House Public 
Works and. Transportation Com- 
mittee, to help speed local proj- 
ects like a new Clark Bridge in 
Alton. Gray, D-Ill. 22nd, who is 
retiring, now has a seat on that 
panel, looking out for southern 
Illinois interests. 


The group left Wright’s office 
for a luncheon in the House din- 
ing room. Costello, taking time 
to answer press questions and 
cast his first vote (a ‘yes’ vote 
that helped bring a South Afri- 
ean trade sanctions bill to the 
floor for debate), had time for 
half a sandwich, which belonged 
to his son, before he walked to 
his sixth-floor office. 

Although his name was sten- 
ciled on a paper name| late that 
hung from a door panel, Costello 
is occupying a cramped office 
that is similar to those belonging 
to. other. House freshmen. 

Price, second in seniority after 
more than 43 years, had a large 
first-floor office overlooking the 
Capitol in the posh, huge Ray- 
burn House Office Building. 


Costello didn’t complain, pre- 
dicting a move to better quar- 
ters in the near future. 

“J know what it needs. It 
needs a family picture,’’ Georgia 
Costello said only seconds after 
she entered the office for a 
moment of ‘‘quality time’? with 
her famfily and friends. 

Georgia Costello said she will 
stay behind in Belleville with her 
high-school-age daughter; Gena, 
while her husband works in 
Washington for House sessions 
and commutes home on week- 
ends. But that could change if 
Costello grows lonely, she said. 

“We will have to see how he 
does ‘baching’ it,’’ she said. 

Costello entered Congress 
after, he said, “147 days, 
elections and five opponents.””

Known as the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, the fair cele- 


-ebrated the westward expansion 


of the country and the latest 
progress in i , technology 
and communications. . 

“The. Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Co., led by David R. 
Francis, planned the fair as a 
showcase. of Anighlight ago 
pean cultures highlighting educa- 
tion, as well as the technical and 
cultural: aspects of civilization,” 
said Frank Woodson, curator of 
the exhil mn. 


“People of the time took the 
fair very seriously as an educa- 
tional opportunity,” said Kathy 
Corbett, curator of education. 
“We look back at the World’s 
Fair very romantically. This 
exhibit tries to give an idea of 
what the fair meant to the peo- 
ple at that time.” 

The ‘‘Man on Exhibit’’ portion 
of the fair included tribal people 
from many southeastern Pacific 
islands and Africa as part of the 
growing interest in ant logy. 

The U.S. capture of the Philip- 
pine IsJands during the 
Spanish-American War triggered 
a large fair exhibit of Asian peo- 
ple and culture. 

The 1904 fair also devoted lots 
of space to the newest technolo- 
gies of the time — including 
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‘Exhibit brings sights, sounds 
of St. Louis World’s Fair back

electricity, automobiles and diri- 
gibles. 

Although ‘the fair lasted only 
from April to December, St. 
Louis was forever changed by 
the preparations for the exposi- 
tion. 

A water purification system 
added’ at Chain of Rocks turned 
St. Louis’ water from a light 
brown to ‘crystal clear. About 70 
miles of city streets were paved 
and improved to accommodate 
traffic, including the widening of 
Lindell and Kingshighway into 
major thoroughfares. 

Trolley cars heading for the 
park provided increased public 
transportation for the entire city. 
Hotels, some temporary and 
some permanent, were built for 
the visitors. 

‘Thousands of trees were dyna- 
mited and cut down in Forest 
Park to make way for the fair’s 
exhibition halls. After the fair, 
much of the open land was con- 
verted into the golf course. 


in-Forest Park, St. Louis, is 
in the Park: St. Louis and the 


In general, the activity in and 
around Forest Park promoted 
residential and business develop- 
ment of the city beyond the 
park’s western boundary. 

Among items on display at the 
history museum’s tribute are 
many souvenirs and photographs 
from the time. . 

A 10-minute videotape pro- 
vides an overview of the fair and 
decribes how it would fit into the 
present-day Forest Park. 

Almost all ‘of the buildings in 
the’ fair were temporary, made 
of “‘staff,” a mixture of straw 
and_plaster_of Paris. Examples 
of intricately sculptured staff 
that adorned the exhibition halls 
also will be on display. 

“Phis is an opportunity for 
people to see photos and souve- 
nirs and relive a very exciting 
part of our past,’’ Corbett said. 

‘The museum is open from 9:30 
a.m. to 4:45 p.m., Tuesday 
through Sunday.
